Government will endeavour as far as possible to consult the Board penarally 
on important matters concerning the Jute Industry , particularly in regard to pro 
duction , distribution and exports of jute goods , imports and exports of raw juto 
and matters relating to the development of the jute industry, research in Juta 
industry , and procurement of raw materials, machinery and accessories required 
for the industry . 


The Board has been nominated for a period of two years with effect from the 
date of this Resolution .

No. 11 ( 16 ) EPTO / 64 . — The Government of India have decided to set up a Jute 
Goods Export Promotion Advisory Committee with Headquarters at Calcutta . The 
functions of this Committee will be : -- - 
( a ) to act as a channel of communication between the Government of India , 

the Jute Industry and the exporting Interests so as to facilitate dis 

cussion of problems relating to the export of jute goods; 
(b ) to make recommendations regarding the best means and methods of 

expanding export of jute foods to both traditional and non - traditional 

areas ; 
( c ) to promote interest among manfacturers of jute goods in the expansion 

of sales overseas ; 
( d ) to advise Government on measures of export promotion assistance and 

the working of Export Promotion Schemes and the implementation 

thereof with a view to stepping up exports ; 
( e ) to effect co - ordination in the matter of export over the entire range and 

types of jute goods ; 
(f ) to render such other assistance to exporters of jute goods as may be 

considered necessary . 
The composition of the Committee will be as follows:

The Churman may invite any other persons connected with the export of jute

The Committee shall have power to appoint Sub - Committees and panels of 
experts to deal with special problems or group of problems in regard to the deve 
lopment of the export of Jute goods, 

The Committee shall ordinarily meet at least once a month . The Jute Com 
missioner will provide secretariat assistance for the Committee . 

The Committee shall be constituted for a period of two years.
